In November of 
the. same-year o lady superintendent —Miss

This stato of affairs Jasted until quite recently, 
bat when within the last few weeks tho 
adjoining, house—Rose Villa, East—foll vacant 
the committes decided that this opportunity 
of doubling the accomm ‘dation’ should not 
bo misged, and promptly took the hous, 
thus socuring the whole block for tho, pur- 
poses of the Diocesan Girls’ School. Up to 
the preront the committee, which is largoly 
composed of Indica, and of which tha Bishop of 


Victoria is chairman, have felt that owing to 
lack of necommod:ition it was usoless to make 
any great offort to mnke tho existence of the 
school more widely known ; but they now desire 
to call tho attention of the pubtic to the many 
advantages which this school offern, : 

The first object of the school is to provide a 
Christian training ond oucation for girla of 
European and mixed parentage, and the com- 
mittee aro always prepnrad te consider apolica- 
tions for the admissicn of orphans ond cbildren 
in. necessitons virenmstanoes. Tho edneation 
given is an orfioury, English elemontary 
education, arranged in aceordanco with the 
Government grant-in-nid scheme, The girls 
are also trained in honsehold duties, and 
are aught to make most of*their own 
clothe: and to keop them in order. ‘The 
fees, including tuition, board, Junndry, and 
clothing for girls under Sfteon, are $20 4 
‘month; while for tuition only the fees are $3 
amonth.

A HEATING FAN—MILK TESTED BY ITS FLOW 
—DANY8&G, THE NAW Rat PLAGUE—INTOXI-

"Tho sloctro-thermic fan of M. De Mare, of 
Brussels, conaiata of a rotating fav, with mica 
blades carrying resistance coils, the apparatus 
being driven by 'an electric motor, The 
advantage of this form of j heater is that the 
moving oolls radiate heateo rapidly that nothing 
is lost in light, ond in a late experimont the 
wire was made white hot before starting, bat 
soon cooled down to blackness at the centre as 
tho fan rotated, the outer coils continuing to 
glow foobly, ‘The heat discharged from - the 
‘mouth of the fan's casing was greater than the 
hand could bear, “In ‘another experiment with 
coils of very thin wire, the fan was started be- 
fore the current was turned through the coils; 
and tho wire glowed but faintly, although radiat- 
ing heat that would haye molted it under the 
nsunl conditions of a stationary coil, 

Milk varios in viscosity with compositien and 
temporsture, and a new appiratns culled tho 
‘“Jacto-viscomater” ia regarded \by French 
physicists os solving tho proble.n of a simple 
teat for milk, It consists of a tinned copper 
resorvoir, monnted on a tripod, with a fine glass 
tnbe as outlet, When tho reservoir is filled 
with a sample of the milk, the stop-cock is 
opened, and the time required for the escape of 
tho liquid ix noted in seconds, with the 
temperature, and reference to a tuble shows the 
exact character of milk corresponding ~to these 
date, 


‘A new virus called “danysg” is made in 
France, and is claimed to, be harmless to 
domestic animals but fatal to rats. Bread 
improguated with it was seattered in docks, 
vessols, railway stations and schools, in 
Marseilles, and over a’ thousand rats wero 
destroyed in a single night, ‘The final, results, 
of the experiments will be eagorly awaited, 


Much to be desired is a method of recognising 
poisonous plants at sight. While no goneral 
rule can be given, Dr. H. H. Rusby finds 
that there are evident ‘indications, and 
that certain characteristics often go with 
poisonous properties, One of these is tho lnrid 
purple colour of stems of castor oil, cicuta, 
conjum, pokeberry and dogbine. A narcotic 
odour is common in many of the most poisonous 
plants, though Iscking in others, and milky 
juice is couse for suspicion, The most guneral 
characteristic, however, is an acrid taste. This 
js our best safeganrd, and it ean usually 
be relied upon to give warning before a 
dangerous quantity has heen eaten. 


Nitro-glycerine is occasionally used in medi- 
cine, and it now appeara that soldiers of the 
British army have become addicted to cordite 
—which is more than half nitro-glycerine—3s a 
stimulant, Aninvestigation by Major Jennings 
shows thot even a very small quantity produces 
vory powerful effect. The taste is sweet, 
pleasant ond pungent, and whon a little is 
sucked by itself from strand the effect is a 
strong tendency’ to sleep, with « violent 
headache ond noises in the ears for 36 hours or 
more. The worst results follow its use in beer. 
Intoxication follows at once, and the men become 
quarrelsome, destructive and brutal, soon falling 
into deep slumber, The cordite victims age 
rapidly. 


A study ‘of statistics of the six great armios 
of Europe has shown Dr. V. Lowenthal that 
the Gorman Army is: tho healthiest,” Tho 
Italian’ Army ranks second, aud the Britis, 
third, but it is believed that the latter would bo 
the most healthy were it nob for the great 
prevalence of voncroal affectione.

For producing steel castings free from 
blov-holes, M. Meslan advises adding an alloy 
of aluminium and calcium tothe molten metal.
